Colonel Isadore A. Miller Tuesday ■ 
afternoon at his funeral services at 
1S20 Chestnut street, Philadelphia, in 
charge of the Rev. A. C. Kanzinger, j 
chaplain of Cassia Lodge, F. and A.] 
M., of which Colonel Miller was a 
past master. 

Colonel Miller, who lived at Merion 
and Essex avenues. Narberth, died 
last Saturday morning in Jefferson 
Hospital following a long illness. Re- 
cently he returned from Florida, 
1 where he had sought to regain his 
health. He was 53. 

He was supervisor of operating ex- ! 
penditures of the Pennsylvania Rail-; 
road System and formerly was presi- ' 
dent of the Narberth School Board. 
Colonel Miller was born in Mt. ; 
"Wolf, York County, October 10, 18S2. 1 
He began work for the Pennsylvania 
Railroad on April 2, 1900, in the of- ■■ 
lice of the track supervisor at York. 
He was moved to the divison head- 
quarters in Baltimore the following 
year as a clerk in the office of the 
division engineer. 

On July 1, 190S, he was trans- 
ferred to the general superintendent's 
office in Williamsport, and on Janu- 
ary 24, 1910, he was assigned to 
special duty on the staff of the gen- 
eral manager in Philadelphia, where, 
en May 15, 1910, he was appointed 
chief accountant in the operating de- 
partment. 

! On November 1, 1917, Colonel 
Miller was furloughed for military 
service and served overseas for 17 
months as assistant business man- 
ager and business manager of the 
'Transportation Corps, A. E. F., in 
the handling of American troops, ma- i 
terials and supplies over French rail- 
ways. He was successively appointed 
major and lieutenant colonel in the 
Transportation Corps, and was hon- 
orably discharged from military serv- 
ice on March 5. 1919. 

For his service overseas, Colonel 
Miller received from the French Gov-, 
eminent the decoration of Chevalier; 
in the French Legion of Honor. 

He re-entered the railroad service 
on March 0, 1919, as chief accountant 
to the Federal manager, Pennsylvania 
Railroad Eastern Lines. When the 
period of Federal cont ' of railroads 
was terminated on March 1, 1920, 
he was appointed regional accountant 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad's east- 
ern region at Philadelphia, and on 
January 1, 1925, was promoted to the 
position of supervisor of operating 
expenditures on the staff of the vice- 
president in charge of operation. 

Colonel Miller is survived by his 
widow and one daughter, Mrs. T. 
Barr Stevenson, of Narberth.

Rambler roses, pink and white, 
twine themselves on a brick half-wall; 
honeysuckle meanders aimlessly over ; 
a dignified portico once white and 
turned now to a dingy ecru. Tender 
sprigs of the beautiful growth have 
come through the broken porch floor 
in a valiant disregard for man and 
his devices. It is the business of that 
beautiful thing to grow — and grow it 
does, in all of its glory of leaf and 
blossom. 

One is overcome by curiosity — and 
feeling very much like an eavesdrop- 
per, clicks the gate latch and enters. 
He peeps through a dim pane at the 
empty old parlor. There is a white 
marble mantel, all curves and bedight 
with carvings of quaint concept. At 
the tops of two consoles, which sup- 
port the shelf, a pair of Cupid's heads 
are seen — or perhaps they were in- 
tended as cherubs. In the spandrels 
of the arched opening are decorations 
of chiselled acanthus leaves, well 
done. 

From a window at the side one 
views a fine pier-mirror m the style 
of Louis XIV, true to period and still 
gallant in its dress of gold leaf. The 
ceiling is done in ornamental plaster 
in the fashion which prevailed so long 
after the Civil War. The mouldings on 
it leave but few bare places. In the 
center is a rosette of water leaves 
from which is suspended a capital 
prism chandelier. The gas fixtures 
are still attached to it. 

One leaves that old house and strolls 
on. There on a corner a moving van 
has been backed up to the curb and 
three stalwart blackamoors are car- 
rying somebody's goods and chattels 
into a fine old residence of the Doric 
order. A little girl climbs up on the 
levelled tail board, having a great old 
time, for she is to live in the old 
house. It nestles in a half acre of 
green and in the shade of locust trees 
and mulberries. 

There must be a nice garden hidden 
behind the high wall, where she can 
romp, in secluded safety, to her heart's 
content.

Scouts Are Upholding

The following official quotation, 
from the U. S. House of Representa- 
tives Committee on Education, report- 
ins on bill before the House for the 
Federal Incorporation of The Boy 
Scouts of America, in 1010, clearly 
states that the purpose of the move- 
ment is to produce a civic enthusiasm 
for service in a nation that means to 
live at peace with all the world. 

"The purpose of the Boy Scouts of 
America is just this: To inflame the 
civic temper; to develop the virile vir- 
tues."

Watering the
